- To NEW YORK FROM OTTAWA DaTE March 2nd, 1923. 


In replying to an inaviry about the 
possibility of our supplying the needs of the Government in 
Jamaica, the Canadian Trade Commissioner has written to us in 
part as follows: 


a "At present the notes are printed by Messrs. Delarue and 
Company who have also been supplying the postage, revenue 
and judicial stamps for a very long number of years. I 
have just had an interview with the Island Treasurer, whose 
Department issues these currency notes. He tells me that 
the quality of the English notes leaves much to be desired 
and that they do not last more than eighteen months or so. 
Apparently they have not sufficient fibre in their composition. 
Phey certainly are much inferior in ouality to, the notes of 
the Bank of Nova Scotia and I gathered from the Treasurer 
that he would be favourably inclined to quotations from 
another source." 


We are therefore taking the necessary 
steps to follow up this business and wish to keep you posted in 
the matter.
